HORSE THIEF 



It Was a Common Plan For Men to Sleep 

In the Barn— Much Time Was Spent 

In Identifying the Body 
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One man and two horses were burn- 
ed to a crisp early Tuesday morning in 
a fire which destroyed a barn in the 
rear of the John P. Lyons saloon, 231 
South Genesee street, Waukegan. The 
origin of the Are has not been estab- 
lished positively. The loss amounts to 
approximately 1,000 which is only par- 
bally covered by insurance. The pro- 
perty belongs to John Th'oruberg of 
McAlister avenue. 

The body of the victim was identified 
as Adam Pleushlmis.^5. years old, who 
lived at 114 Picadilly court. Andrew 
Pleushlmfs, a brother, established the 
identification. He recognized his broth* 
er by means. of the shoes, portions of 
the clothing and the cheap watch that 
was found in. his pocket. A report be- 
came current that inasmuch as three 
men are said to have slept in the barn 
Mondav night that one or more, bodies 
might be found in the., ruins. These 
were raked over thoroughly, and no 
trace of any such bodies, were found, so 
it is assumed that the other two men 
must have made their escape. 

M. Cohen, a junk 'dealer' who resides 
in one of the Schwartz flats on South 
£^«' n ~''--^ the barn which 

burned belonged" to him. It is declared 
that only Monday he was offered $250 
lor his team of horses and refused the 
offer. A carriage belonging to him was 
also destroyed. He had been offered 
$60 for this' and had agreed' to dell it. 
The purchaser was to call for it some 
time -this week. 

John Thornberg declared "that he 
valued the barn at between $300 and 
$360. He said his Impression was that 
he carried about $150 insurance. Under 
the existing ordinance he will not be 
permitted, to rebuild another frame 
structure there. When seen he de-: 
dared he had not yet investigated and 
therefore could not say. as to.T whether 
or not he would put up a' building of 
fire-proof construction. 

According to the statement of many 
people, it was a common plan for men 
to sleep in the barn. Some of them, it 
is said, preferred to sleep there rather 
than go to their homes after they had 
spent the night in carrousing. Some- 
times it is said that * as many as six 
men would spend a night there. 

From the position, in .which the vic- 
tim's body was lying when found it is 
believed that he must have been suf- 
focated, with, smoke before the fire 
reached him. Both hands were, raised 
in' a manner to give the impression that 
he was grasping for air or seeking to 
keep the fire from his face. He was 
lying flat on his" back with his arms 
still raised and his hands clenched so 
tightly that the nails Bunk Into the 
flesh. He was on the second floor of 
the structure. 

When the flames' had been extin- 
guished the firemen placed a ladder 
against the structure and climbed 
through the door on the second floor. 
The floor had burned away to such an 
extent [that it was necessary to lay a 
ladder across the partially burned 
through timbers in order to make it 
safe for a man to make his way across. 
The body of the" victim was lying on a 
portion of the floor that was" only par- 
tially burned through although his head 
had dropped Into a burned portion of 
the floor. The Conrad and Hart dead 
wagon was summoned and the remains 
were taken to the undertaking rooms.

Believing that his neck. was broken 
he was taken to a hospital there fol- 
Jowingan examination it was stated 
that the man's neck was not broken, 
but that he had suffered a stroke of 
apoplexy. He was sent to his home in 
Libertyville, where a wife and six chil- 
dren awaited. Again an examination 
was made by physicians who confirmed 
the decision of the railroad physicians. 
To strengthen that belief the man had 
became partially paralyzed, but the 
victim himself- maintained that he was 
-not suffering from apoplexy. 

About a week ago Supervisor Henry 
Eger of Libertyville became interested 
In his cnse and enlisted the aid of Dr. 
Brown of Waukegan. county physician, 
to make an X ray examination of the 
affected part and found the man had 
not sustained a stroke of apoplexy, but 
instead was suffering from total pa- 
ralysis of the left side created by spinal 
degeneration from pressure caused by 
a broken vertabrae. . 

Assurred that his neck was broken 
and that he was accomplishing some- 
thing in living that no other man had 
ever known to do in this section of the 
country the man returned to his home 
and prepared for death. The terrible 
suspense was ended Friday afternoon.

ROAD WORK 

County Highway Superintendent 
Bharles E. Russell declared today that 
there would be no delay in the commenc- 
ing of the work on the Lake Villa road 
and that by the first of the month the 
state aid improvement would be started 
in Lake county. This statement from 
the Superintendent came as the result 
of the action of the Supreme court of 
the state passing favorably on the Tice 
Good Roads Act. 

With the upholding of the act the ex- 
penditure of the. $31,000 appropriated 
by the state for the work here will 
start in a few weeks. According to 
the law all the road work must be 
under one system, which will include 
the working f i ilmultaneously of over 
98,000 miles of road The chief source 
of the money needed for the work is to 
come from the automobile tax as it is 
thought that the antombile drivers will 
be the ones to benefit the most from 
the roads being improved. 

Last fall when the Lake Villa road 
was chosen by the board of supervisors 
as the one to come under the state aid 
plan the matter of whether or not the 
act was constitutional was taken up the 
Supreme court. Since that time the 
officials here and elsewhere have been 
awaiting the decision of the court in 
the matter with more or less uncertain- 
ty as they could not go ahead to any ex-

Aged Recluse is Dead * 

Eli Butrick, 70 years old of Grays- 
lake, a bachelor who, for many years 
lived in a little cottage near Haines- 
ville where he cooked his^own meals 
and cared for his ' own house, died at 
the Lake Breeze Sanitarium, west of 
Waukegan, Friday afternoon. He had 
been there two weeks. For the last 
year he had been bed-ridden and the 
family lately decided the cares were 
more than they could bear so they ask- 
ed County Doctor Brown to take the 

man in at the sanitarium. 

Mr. Butrick was a brother of Mrs. 
Chas. Smith of Grayslake and an uncle 
of Irving Payne of Rockefeller. He 
had lived in the Grayslake vicinity for 
a great many years and was one of the 
interesting recluse characters of the 
county his desire to live alone for so 
long a time, having brought much at-

The Illinois woman's suffrage act of 
1913, is constitutional in its entirety* 
The state supreme court, by a vote of 
4 to 3, handed down the decision. 

Justice Frank K. Dunn of Charleston 
wrote the majority opinion, in which ha 
was joined byJustic James H. Cart- 
wright of Oregon, Justice Orrin. N. 
Carter of Chicago and Justice Alonza 
K. Vickers of Eaaf'St. Louis. All are" 
Republicans. 

Three separate dissenting opinions 
were filed by Justice George A. Cooke 
of Aledo, Justice Charles C. Craig of 
Galesburg and Justice Williarn M, 
Farmer of. Vandalla. All are Demo-' 
crats. 

The justices who dissented, contend 
that the granting of women the rig(it 
to vote is in violation of the state con- 
stitution. 

The majority opinion, which becomes 
the decree of the court, holds the.Il- 
linois legislature did not go beyond its 
constitutional powers' in granting the 
right to women to vote for all statutory^? 
officers, which-includes president! 
electors, as .set out in the 1913 
and that the act in all of its details is 1 
"good." 

The supreme court decision means in 
short: 

That Illinois women have the un- 
questioned right to vote for presidential 
electors and for all statutory officers, 
as specifically provided in the 1913 

That they have the undisputed righ 
to vote at all local'option elections a 
upon all public policy questions wh 
are not constitutional questions. 

That the election officials in Chi 
were within their powers in de's 
in women judges and clerks of e 

That women are now full 
members of political parties 
such entitled to vote for committeemen 
and to serve as such. 

That the election omcials in Chicago 
must proceed to redistrict the voting; 
precincts to care for the 300,000 women 
voters who have been added to the list 
of qualified voters. 

That women have' |he rights to be 
candidates for those offices for which 
they have the right to vote under the 
1913 act. 

By the terms of the decision, on the 
basis as indicated, the entire act is 
held constitutional, including the right 
to vote at local option elecions and on 
all "little ballot" questions which are 
not specifically forbidden by the con- 
stitution. 

The majority decision holds that 
women have the right to vote on local 
option questions, inasmuch as such 
questions are not mentioned in the 
constitution. In other words, the court 
holds that on all questions and offices 
provided for by the legislature that 
the legislature has the power and au- 
thority to" say who shall - vote upon 
such questions. 

The court's decision came in the* 
Scown case. This suit, filed in the su- 
perior court in Chicago by William I, 
Scown, as a taxpayer, demanded that 
the election commissioners of that city 
be forbidden to incur expense in pro - 
vidir.g facilities for women voting at 
the Febuary primaries in 1914, on the 
ground that the woman suffrage act 
passed by the last legislature was un- 
constitutional and void.

FIGHT RE D PLAGUE OF FIRE 

Fire Losses of Country and 8tate Are 
Tremendous and Steadily 

Increasing. 

By WALTER H. BENNETT, 
State Fire Marahal. 

Fire has always been the master 
Boourge of the world, and tho efforts 
to control and eliminate it havo 
marked the gradual evolution of the 
human race from savagery to modern 
civilization. 

Fire loBBea and the, cost of Are pre- 
vention in the United States amount 
annually to nearly five hundred million 
dollars, more than the total American 
product of gold, Bllver, copper and pe- 
troleum each year. It exceeda the en- 
tire cost of the maintenance of the 
army and navy. It would be sufficient 
to maintain the entire post office de- 
partment, and in two years would pay 
for the conBtruction of the Panama 
canal. The equivalent of a 15,000 
homo is destroyed every ton minutes. 
In the year 1913 nearly four hundred 



people in the state of Illinois met their 
death through the agency of fire, and 
tho fire Iobb In the atate for the month 
of April, 1914. reached the appalling 
flgureB of tl.600,000. 

The annual per capita Are Iobb In 
the United States is nearly throe dol- 
lars. and In Europe about tWrty-flve 
centa. There can be no Question then 
as to the wisdom of establishing, hy 
the leglelature, the department of state 
fire marshal, a department which ^haa 
to do entirely with the question of fire 
loBBeB. and which is designed solely 
to eliminate, as far as possible, pre- 
ventable fires. 

Two Lines of Work. 
The fire marshal's department natur- 
ally divides itself into two parts; and 
Waiter H. Bennett, state fire marshal, 
and his corps of assistants aro today 
following two distinct lines of work In 
carrying out the great mUsion the leg- 
islature had in view when the depart- 
ment was established, namely: The 
department of fire prevention, embrac- 
ing a thorough and complete Inspec- 
tion of fire risks, and the education 
of the public along the line of best 
methods of fire prevention; and. sec- 
ondly, tho Investigation nnd prosecu- 
tion of those cases arising from crim- 
inal incendiarism, occasioned by the 
greed of a criminal class that Is bent 
on obtaining money irrespective of the 
means employed. 

Campaign of Education. 

The department, by weans of a cam- 

palgn of education, has endeavored to 

lessen this tremendous fire waste , by 

arousing the people to a sense of their 

individual responsibility in the matter.

and women persist in endangering the 
lives of innocent children during this 
festal week by exposing them to this 
awful danger. It seems to me that 
people will never learn that an ounce 
of prevention is worth a good many 
pounds of cure.

The fact that property which has 
been destroyed by fire may be Insured, 
and the owner receive some money 
compensation therefor, in no way 
changes tho condition that the prop- 
erty asset is forever destroyed; and 
tho fact that he receives insurance 
money is simply and solely the proc- 
eas of tnklng that money out of other 
men's pockets In premiums, and turn- 
ing it over to him as a contribution to- 
ward his mlBfortune. The money that 
he receives as Insurance money Is 
lost to the contributors for all time. 
In other words it is purely and simply 
a mutual contribution, made by mem- 
bers of a mutual organization, as a re- 
lief from temporary misfortune. 

The Toll of Human Lives. 
Even though the 'fire loss in the 
state of Illinois in the year 1913 av- 
eraged over a million dollars a month, 
thlB loss was oVershadowed by the tre- 
mendouB Iobb of life. 

Gasoline explosions caused more 
deaths in the state of Illinois during 
the year 1913 than any other cause; 
65 such fatalities having been reported 
during that time. Children are allowed 
to burn dry leaves In the fall and to 
play around bonfires at all seasons of 
the year, and as a result "55 deathB 
were charged up to this form of care- 
lessness. Women continue to pour 
kerosene oil In the kitchen stove to aid 
in starting the fire, and 40 deaths 
were reported as having been caused 
by the explosions which, followed. 
Children playing with matches caused 
40 deaths during the year, and it is 
earnestly to he hoped that the day is 
not far distant when tho legislature of 
this state will psbs a law forbidding 
the uae of the common parlor match. 
Fifty-six people were burned to death 
in burning buildings, and 37 from hav- 
ing their clothing catch fire from 
stoves and open grates.

CITIES MADE SAFER 

BY FIRE MARSHALS 

Growth of Fire Marshal Department 
From Agency for Suppression of 
Arson— Value of Building In- 
spections Strongly Em- 
phasized. 

Originally created to enable the 
state to cope with the arson hazard, 
which the local authorities uniformly 
were unable to suppress, the fire mar- 
shal department, in such states aa 
have supported it liberally, clothed it, 
with adequate authority and put at its 
head a capable and intelligent man of 
forceful character, has become the 
greatest agency In fire prevention thus 
far created. It baa not neglected the 
incendiary, who was the reason for its 
creation, and still is. a terror to the 



Inspectors of the Illinois etate fire 
marshal department are kept espe- 
cially busy Just now inspecting hotels, 
theaters and other . public buildings. 
There seems to be a wide-spread agita- 
tion over the state in reBpect to fire 
eBcapea on buildings of this character 
and more requests for inspections are 
received at the Springfield office than 
the inspectors are able to properly 
look after. In some counties the grand 
Juries have been sent on tours of in- 
spection and have gone carefully over 
all the large buildings In the county 
and have reported to the state's attor- 
ney where conditions are found nas- 
ardoue and buildings are not property 
equipped with fire escapes. 

Although many hotels throughout 
the state have not complied with the 
new law requiring all hotel buildings 
of more than two stories In height. 
not of fireproof construction, to be

Washington, June 15.— Gun. Venus- 
tluno Carranza, first chief of the con- 
BtltutionallBt forces in Mexico, baa ap- 
pointed hiu delegates, three In num- 
ber, to the Niagara mediation confer- 
ence. They are: 

Fernando Igleslad Calderon. leader 
of tho liberal party, now at Saltlllo. 

Luis Cabrera, confidential agent of 
Ueneral Carranza in Washington. 

Joao Vasconcelos, former confiden- 
tial agent of Carranza in Canada, now 
Attached to tho constitutionalist junta 
lu Washington. 

General Carranza named these dele- 
nates In a telegram received by Rafael 
Zubaran from the constitutionalist 
chief. This was Carranza's reply to 
the mediators* last note to him. Ills 
message was forwarded by Senor Za- 
baran by mall to the mediators at 
Niagara Falls. 

It stated positively and on author 
lty by a correspondent that: 

1. The Carranza. note makes no allu- 
sion to an armistice, and, la fact, 
wholly ignores tho Intimation of tho 
modlators in their noto of June 2, 

which told the first chief of the con- ifllJ y - - f , 

ntltutlonnriflts that their delegates,, passed was as follows: 
would bo received only if the stlpula 



4ion as to an armistice were adhered 
to by the constitutionalists. _^ 

2. There la nothing in the Carranza 
note indicating any willingness on his 
part to consent to the* discussion by 
his delegates. If they are admitted at 
Niagara, of the Internal affairs of tho 
Mexican people. 

3. There is nothing In the Carranza 
note indicating that his delegates are 
to attend on any other terms than 
those which he himself has named In 
his earlier letters to the A.-B.-C. en- 
voys. 

Niagara Falls, OnL.June 15.— Dele- 
gates from the United States and the 
yuerta government formally affixed 
their algnatures-in the presence of the 
mediating representatives of Argen- 
tine, Brazil and Chile to the first pro- 
tocol or the aeries through which it is 
hoped to restore peace in Mexico. 

The agreement reached in relation 
to the manner of transferring the ex- 
ecutive power from Huerta to the new 
provisional government stood the acid 
test of reduction to writing. It pro- 
Tides that: 

A government is to be constituted 
In Mexico of a character to be later 
provided, which shall be recognized 
by the United States on (date to be 
fixed) and which from that day for- 
ward shall exercise public functions 
until there shall be inaugurated a con- 
stitutional president. 

The question of constitutionalist rep- 
resentation, however, is still open. The 
mediators say they will not officially 
admit tho Carranza delegates unless 
they agree to an armistice. 

If Is not doubted that the American 
delegates may try to obtain a hearing 
for tho constitutionalists and that 
some way may be found for them to 
participate in* the peace parley after 
they arrive. 

On Board U. S. S. California, Mazat- 
lan, Mex., June 15 (via wireless to 
San Diego. June 15.— Constitutional- 
ists under General Obregon began 
their first concentrated general as- 
sault on the federal fortifications at 
Mazatlan, commanded by General Rod- 
riguez. The battle raged all day, and 
although the besieged garrison held 
Its positions it lost heavily In killed 
and wounded.

Washington, June 15.— The house of 
representatives accepted on Friday 
tho Panama canal tolls exemption 
act us amended by the senate by a 
voto of Ifl 6 to 71. Tho bill will" be 
rushed to" the president for his' signa- 
ture, he having indicated to his lead- 
ers In the house that he would ay- 
prove. It. 

Washington, Juno 13.— Tho senate 
tolls repeal bill was passed by tho sen- 
ate ou Thursday night. It carried the 
Norrls-Slmmona amendment. The 
voto was 50 to 35. The measure now 
goes to the house. 

Senator Simmons, leader of the re- 
peal forces, overruled tho wish of 
some of his colleagues to obtain prompt 
votes on all amendments by tho sim- 
ple process of moving to table each 
one as it was referred. This motion 
immediately cuts off debate and results 
In a vote, but the senator feared that 
this method would result In so much 
friction that the debate on the pass- 
age of the bill Itself would be pro- 
longed. 

With tho Norrls-Slramons amend- 
ment added during tho debate the 
American rights with regard to the 
dispute with Great Britain over the 
construction of tho treaty ore in some 
measure preserved. With this amend- 
ment the repeal bill was stripped 
down to Its real purpose.

More than two thousand men have 
refused to recognize the ifnion further, 
the seceders fro rathe big organization 
attacked .the miners' union parade, 
composed of more than half tho labor 
bodies of the city. Alderman Prank 
Curran, acting as mayor of the city, a 
Socialist, was thrown from a second- 
story window to 'the pavement. 

ADLAI STEVENSON IS DEAD 

Sudden Death of His Wife Said to

Chicago, Juno 15.— Following the 
closing onv Friday of former Senator 
William Lorlmer's, LaSalle^ Street 
Trust & Savings bank, together with 
threo subsidiary outlying banks, state 
bank examiners were reported to have 
discovered liabilities of $4,000,000. 

The action disclosed that since 
June 1 nearly one million and a half 
.dollars havo been drawn out by depos- 
itors who had a suspicion of,the con- 
dition of tho Institution, while very 
little money has been deposited. 

Three other state banks outBlde the 
loop, fostered by tho Lorlmer Insti- 
tution, also were closed pending an 
examination by the auditor. 

They are the Ashland-Twelfth bank, 
at 1600 West Twelfth street; the 
Broadway State bank, at Broadway 
and Wilson avenue, and tho Illinois 
State bank, at West Kenzle and North 
Clark streets. 

The state auditor's office, which Mr. 
Uarkln represents In Chicago, has ex- 
tended the Investigation. Four down- 
state banks, all dominated by Mun- 
day, aro to bo Investigated by bank 
examiners. They are: 

Tho Farmers' bank of Bethnlto. 
Mndlson county. 

The Citizens' State bank of Alham- 
bra. Madison county. 

Tho State bank of Oconee, Shelby 
county. 

Tho Bank of Marine, Madison 
county. 

With the exception of tho Alhambra 
bank all these- banks nre headed by 
Munday. All are capitalized at the 
same figure — $25,000. 

The board of trado firm of Sidney 
Long & Co. also failed to meet its 
obligations as a direct result of the 
closing of tho Lorlmor bank. 

Bank Examiner Uarkln declared 
there was no political anglo to tne 
closing of the bank.

- Springfield, 111., Juno-16.— Woman's 
right to the ballot In Illinois has been 
upheld by the supreme court. By the 
rote of 4 to 3 the Justices decided that 
the equal suffrage law was constitu- 
tional. 

Justice Frank W. Dunn of -Charles- 
ton wroto the majority opinion, in 
which he was Joined by Justice James 
H. Cartwrlght of Oregon, Justice Or- 
rln N. Career of Chicago and Justice 
Alonzo K. Vlckers of East St Louis. 
All are Republicans. 

Three separate dissenting opinions 
were filed by Justice George A. Cooke 
of Aledo, Justice Charles C. Craig of 
Galesburg and Justice William M. 
Farmer of Vandalia. 

The Justices who dissented contend 
that tho granting of women the right 
to vote Is In violation of the state con- 
stitution. J 

Tho majority opinion, which be- 
comes the docree of the court, holds 
the Illinois legislature did not go be- 
yond Its constitutional powers In grant- 
ing the right to women to voto for all 
statutory officers, which Includes pres- 
idential electors, as sot out In tho 1913 
act, and that the act In all of Rb de- 
tails is "good." 

By the termsiof the decision the en- 
tiro net Is held constitutional. Includ- 
ing tho right to vote nt local option 
elections and on all "little ballot" ques- 
tions whTch ore not specifically for- 
bidden by the constitution. 

The majority decision holds that 
women havo the right to vote on local 
option questions, Inasmuch as such 
.questions aro not mentioned In the 
constitution. In other words, the court 
holds that on all questions and offices 
provided for by the legislature that 
the legislature has the power and au- 
thority to say who thall vote upon 
such questions. 

Chicago, Juno 1C.— Amid tremendous 
rounds of applause- and tho Hinging of 
"Illinois*.' and other patriotic songs, 
woman's suffrage was nearly unani- 
mously Indorsed by tho twelfth bien- 
nial convention' of the General Federa- 
tion of Women's clubs meeting In the 
Auditorium theater. When tho result 
of tho voto was announced by Presi- 
dent Pennypacker, the entire assem- 
blage arose and gave a great shout, of 
joy; handkerchiefs were waved and 
the ■ delegates spontaneously burst 
forth tinging "Glory, Glory Hallelu- 
jah."

Flat Raise of Rates Denied, But In- 
creases of 1 to 5 Per Cent Are 
Given Where Justified. 

Washington, Juno 17.-— The salient 
points of tho decision of the interstate 
commerce coinmlslon ou the petition 
of the railroads of the eastern di- 
vision of tho country for a five per 
cent increase In rates are: 

1. Tho commission will deny the 
application for a flat Increase of three 
per cent. 

2. However, It will grant Increases 
ranging from one to five per cent and 
perhaps higher en commodities now 
transported below cost. 

8. "It will decline to make advaneos 
on cortaln other commodities. 

4. Tho public will bo emphatically, 
warned that the Increases ordered do 
not justify any advance in tho prices 
of food or other necessities. 

5. The railroads will bo denounced 
for engaging, in a gigantic conspiracy, 
to create a public sentiment In favoi 
of the five per cent Increase and 
against the commission. 

The task of making equitable rates 
upon tho thousand upon thousand 
commodities is a tremendous one, and 
is responsible for the delay of tho 
commission In filing Its. decision. Fre- 
quently a change 'In tlid rate for the 
transportation of one commodity af- 
fects tho rates upon hundreds of 
others. 

Tho commlaelon has completed part 
of tho work. Rut a vast amount remains 
to> bo dono. It Is not believed the 
commission will bo' able' to report 
much before aftnontu.

BLOODY DEEDS DONE 



Pirates, Pestilence and Storm 
Have Scarred Vera Cruz. 



Buccaneers of the Spanish Main Have 
Plundered and Burned and Com- 
mitted Other Atrocities Re- 
peatedly In Ancient Port 



New Orleans. — Bloodshed Is not new 
In Vera Cruz. In fact, no city on the 
continent has witnessed, such devilish 
cruelty, such plundering, burning and 
ravishing, as has this placo of the 
"True Cross." Since Corte'z laudod, 
In 151£, there has been a succession 
of strife and pestilence which can be 
paralleled in few cities in the world. 
Heplstoled buccaneers, In all their aw- 
ful glory, have raided- the port time 
and again; it has been a point of 
vantage which has called forth the 
lustiest fighting In the many civil wars 
that have swept Mexico and It has 
always been selected as the landing 
point for foreign foes, writes Paul 
Norton in the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat-Picayune. 

Whenever any of tho numerous pi- 
rates who preyed on tho rich shipping 
of the Spanish main wanted to "singe 
the beard of the king of Spain" they 
would attack Vera Cruz. Lorenclllo, 
a famous pirate of the early days, 
with 800 of his cutthroats, slipped by 
the sleeping cannoneers at the fort, 
surprised the town, killed thousands, 
outraged its women end stripped the 
city of Its valuables. Hundreds of 
persons wore driven Into the cathe- 
dral, men, .women and children, black 
and white, and held prisoners. -When 
the doors were opened four days later 
most of the Inmates were dead from 
stiff ooutlon. 

As the gateway through which oil 
the commerce with Spain was con- 
ducted, there always wero great stores 
of valuable property on hand. This 
was true particularly just before the 
sailing of- the galleons, which usually 
traveled In fleetB owing to the men- 
ace of pirates. By learning of the 
schedule of the galleons the bucca- 
neers generally dropped in when tho 
supply of treasure was great Nicolas 
de Agrlamonte, another highwayman 
of tho deep, pillaged the town some 
years after tho visit of Lorenclllo. 
He enriched himself with $7,000,000 
in silver awaiting transportation to 
Spain. By way of appreciation he 
took prlsonors 300. of tho citizens of 
the town and. marooned them on the 
Sacrifice islands, patches of sand not 
far from the coast, where they died of 
starvation. The anniversary of this 
calamity is observed by ' memorial 
services to thlB day. 

While the blood of thousands has 
flowed, through the streets of this ill- 
fated port, the toll of war and violence 
In Insignificant In comparison with 
the deaths that have come from pesti- 
lence. 

Until 1350 the city was surrounded 
by a mighty wall. This great bulwark 
may have saved the city oh a'few'oc? 
casIonB from attack, but cutting out 
the healthful Bea breeze made it a 
pest hole compared to which Guaya- 
quil is a health resort. Yellow Jack 
in all its terrors was never absent 
Smallpox, bubonic plaguo and the oth- 
er offspring of the dirt and squalor 
of tho middle ageB were always pres« 
cnt. It was only In recent years that 
modern sewer and drainage systems 
were installed, which, with "other sani- 
tary precautions, has' changed the 
place from a. death-dealing focus to a 
health resort. 

"Tho harbor at Vera Cruz has little 
natural protection. Before the build- 
ing of tlio present breakwaters the 
northers which characterize tho Mos- 
quito coast dealt the struggling city 
altnoBt as severe blows as did tho 
pirates and the diseases. Modern en- 
gineering now protects tho city and 
gives a limited area In which tho ships 
can anchor behind tho seawall. 

nuo to tho hatrfd of tho Spaniards, 
Vera Cruz once w«u» ground to pow- 
dor. At tho close of Mexico's war for 
independence, in 1821, tho Spaniards 
still held the ' fort of Ban Juan do 



Ulua in tho harbor. Learning that ho 
soon was to bo ordered, to evacuate, 
tho commander hauled his heavy guns 
to tho city side of the fortress und 
fired into tho town until all his am- 
munition was expended. No building 
In tho placo was undamaged. So 
great was tho havoc that It was with 
difficulty that the llnes-of the streets 
were re-established. As there was no 
warning of such action, the -inhabi- 
tants were forced to fleo to tho sand 
dunes which surround tho city, after 
tho hall of solid shot had begun. 
Trails of blood led from the choked 
gates of the ill-starred town. 

In 1838 the French bombarded the 
place. 

In 1847 General Scott favored the 
Veracrusanos with a terriblo bom- 
bardment. 

In 1859 Benito Juarez .was besieged 
In Vera Cruz by the troops of Max- 
imilian. 

In 1861 the Fcench fleet again took 
tho place. ■ 

During the revolutionary period, 
which was almost continuous previous 
to tho opening of the regime of Por- 
firlo Diaz, this port and its revenue 
always wero objectives. During the 
Madero revolution," for the first timer 
a period -of civil strlfo passed, during 
which Vera Cruz was unmolested.

M. Hippolytc-Bouscac Declares It Hia 

Belief That Foundations for Top 

Piece Formerly Rested in 

Cavities in Crown. 



Paris. — Sinco the discovery more* 
than a year ago of deep cavities in the* 
crown of tho Sphinx of Glzch. Egypt- 
ologists have debated much as to tho- 
purpose which caused their construc- 
tion. The suggestion that tho groat 
vacant spaces were intended for gal- 
leries or chambers hou been disputed: 
and tho question has assumed nlmoBt 
tho Importance of a second riddle of 
tho Sphinx. 

Now comes P. Hlppolyte-Boussac, 
formerly a member of tho Oriental in- 
stitute of Cairo and a distinguished, 
architect, with what may bo the solu- 
tion. In a learned article in Illustra- 
tion he argues that tho cavltleB con- 
tained the foundations for tho head or- 
naments which, ho believed, adorned 
tho Sphinx. 

"Every god of Egypt woro on hia 
hend a symbolic oruamont, intended 
to deBlgnato his character," writes M. 




The Sphinx Looked Like This Soma 
3,500 Years Ago, Says a French 
Egyptologist. 

Hlppolyte-Boussac. "On the head or 
Ha, or Ammon Ita, were a solitary disk 
and two tall feathers. Representa- 
tions of the head of Isls froquently* 
show a disk between two heifer horns, 
surmounted by the inscription As, rep- 
resenting her name. Nowre-Toum's 
head was decked with a full-grown 
lotus, from which emerged symbolic 
feathers. 

"Thoth, tho god of sciences, letters 
and arts, was often shown with tho 
head of an Ibis, having a wig with lap- 
pets, surmounted by a disk and a cres- 
cent Examples might be multiplied; 
similar characteristics appeared among 
the other gods in tbo pantheons or 
the Pharaohs. With very few excep- 
tions, these attributes aro not confined 
to one divinity exclusively. They 
serve as emblems marking the roles 
played by each god. The Pharaohs 
themselves made use of them in the 
performance of certain religious cere- 
monies. 

"The Sphinx was the image of tho 
god Harmakhls — the sun at Its setting 
— a divinity essentially funereal In as- 
pect. Thus is explained his place in 
the necropolis at Memphis. As with 
the other Egyptian gods, his head was 
surmounted by a symbolic* ornament, 
usually the Atew, or disk of the sun, 
which was worn also by Osiris, the 
god of the dead. This ornament con- 
sisted of a white crown with two os- 
trich plumes, a solitary* disk and two 
rams' horns. 

"It is know that the great Sphinx 
of GIzeh wbb cut out of a high cliff 
on the edge of tho Libyan desert. Tho 
ancients were unable to fashion tho 
head ornament while sculpturing tho 
figure out 'of the mass of rock, but 
added it later. This process is some- 
times followed in tho case even or 
statuettes. It was necessary to dig: 
deeply Into tho head in order to inr 
sure the stability of tho lofty orna- 
ment which surmounted It. This waa 
the purpose of the cavity which has 
been discovered in the head of this 
Sphinx. 

"As tho ornament was not mono- 
lithic, but was formed of superimposed 
strata, it must, have been compara- 
tively frail. It was threatened by "tho 
lightning, tho rain, the sandstorms 
and winde of the desert. It did not 
figure at all on the bas-relief of tho 
Sphinx In tho time of Thotmos IV, in 
tho eighteenth dynasty, which was 
shown crouching on r lofty pedestal. 
Doubtless in this cpj^h— about 1600 
B. C— the ornament already had been 
destroyed. The Sphinx was then moro 
than 2,500 years old— older than tho 
Parthenon of our day— and in this 
long stretch of centuries tho symbolic 
accesory might well have fallen -vic- 
tim to the ravages of tho elements. 

"In the temple ofDJebel-Barkal tho 
disks, placed much lower nnd appar- 
ently being less frail, which surmount- 
ed the heads of tho other sphinxes. 
also have disappeared, although they 
had been carved out of tho samo 
block. When, in tho sixteenth century 
before our era, Thotmos IV restored 
tho great Sphinx, doubtless he consid- 
ered it inadvisable to replace an or- 
nament which had not proved durable. 
But tho -lappete, of -which no trace re- 
mains today existed then, in part, at 
least. They are indicated in a bas- 
relief oftho eighteenth dynasty."
